Anceſtoꝛzs, as Vliſſes ſaid ta Aiax, as foz our nobility; our ſtock, 
our kindzed, and whatſocuer we our ſelues haue not done, A 
ſcarcely account ours. Riches are pzecious but Foztune ruleth 
the roſt, which oftentimes taketha way all from them that haus 
much, and giaeth them moze which haue nothing. Glozy is a 
thing wozthy to be followed, but as it is gotten with great tra⸗ 
uaſle, ſo is it loſt in a (mall time. 

Beauty is ſuch a thing that we commonly pzefer befoze all 
things, yet it vadeth befoze we perteaue it to flouriſh : Þealth 
is that which all men deſire, pet euer ſubiect to any diſeaſe? 
Strength is to be wiſhed foz, pet is it either abated with an A⸗ 
gue, oz taken away with age: Whoſoener therefoze boaſteth 
of fo2ce, is to beaſily, ſeeing that he is in that quality not tobe 
compared with Beaſts, as the Lion, the Bull, the Elephant. 

It is bertue, pes vertue, Gentlemen, thatmaketh Genkle⸗ 
mea, that maketh the pose rich, the baſe bozne noble, the ſub- 
tect a ſoneraigne, the defo2med beautifall, the ſicke, whole: the 
w2ake,ftrong: the moſt miſerable, moſt happy.

cwered in my opinion of $cilpo the Philoſopher : Foz when De. 
metcius won the city, and made it tuen to the ground, leaning 
nothing ſtanding, he demzunded of Stilpo, whether he hadloff 
ony thing of his in this great ſpoꝛ le, vnto whom he aunſwerey, 
no derilp, fo war getteth no ſpoyle of vertue. af 
Unto the like ſence may the anſwer of Socrotes beapplied, 
when Gorgias aſkedhim whether he thought the PerfianK 
happy on not. A know not ſaidhe, how much vertue and d 7 
pline he hath: lo happineſſe doth not con{ift in the gifts of le 
tune, bot in the grace of vertae. But as there is nothing moze 
conuenient then inſtruction foz po2uth , ſo would J haue them 
nurtured in ſuch a plate as is renowned fo; learning, voyde of 
cozrupt manners, vndefiled with vice, that ſ@ing no vaine de⸗ 
lights, they map the moze eaſilp abſtain from licentions deres.

minde, but onely Philoſophy. By this ſhall we learne what 
honeſt, what diſhoneſf: what is right: what is w2ong: and that 
Imap in one woꝛd ſay what may be ſaid, what is ts be known, 
what is to be auoided : how wr ought to obey our Parents, re⸗ 
uerence our Elders, entertaine Strangers, honoꝛ Pagiſtrates, 
loue our Friends, line with our Wines, vſe our ſernants: How

When Panthenza were celebzated in Athens an oldeman 
going to take a place, was mockingly reiected , at the laſt, coms 
ming among the Lacedemonians, all the pouth gaue him place, 
which the Athenians liked well of, Then one of the Sparrans 
cryed out: Uerily the Achenians know whatſhould bent done, 
but they neuer doe it. When one of the Lacedemonians had 
bene fo2 a certaine time in Athens, ſeeing nothing but daun- 
ting, dicing, banquetting, ſurfetting ; and licentious behaui⸗ 
our: returning home he was aſked how all thinges ſtood in A- 
thens, to who he auſwered, all things are honef there, meaning 
that the Athenians accounted all things good and nothing bad.

Che fimplicity of the 
korb al the fir@ this Euangeliſts, containing heaue nly miſte⸗ 
ries, the pꝛaiſe of Iohn, thundzing from on high with waighs 
tie ſentences, the heauenly Maieſty ſhining in the wzitings of 
Peter and Paul, the ſusdaine calling of Mathew fram tbe re- 
teit of cuſtome , the calling of Peter and Iohn from the Fiſhers 
boats to the pzeaching of the Goſpell, the conuerſlon and cal- 
ling of Poul being an enemp, ta the Apoſti:thip, are ſignes 
ofthe holy Ghoſ (peaking in them.

would be thought that the former was framed by chance, as Pro- 
rogenes did the forme of his dogge; it a better, for flattery as Nar- 
ciſſus did, who onely was in loue with his owne face; if none at all, 
as froward as the Mufitions, who being intreated, will ſcarſe ſing 
Sol Fa, but not de ſired, ſtrame aboue Ela.

We were nur⸗ 
fed both with one teat , where my bother fucked a deſire of thzift, 
and A of theft : which euidently heweth , that as the bzeath of the 
Lion engendzeth aſwell the Serpent as the Aut; and as the ſelfe- 
fame dead fozceth the earth to vteld both the darnell and wheat, 8; 
as the @aſterly winde maketh the bloſſomes ta bla , and the buds 
to bloty: ſo one wombenonriſheth contrary wits,and one milke, di⸗ 
ners manners: which arguoth ſomething in Nature , J know not 
what,to be marnellous, J dare nat ſay monſtrons. 

As we grewold in yeares , fo began ws to be moze oppoſite in os 
pinions : ho graue, I gameſome the ſtudious, A careleffe : he with. 

And verily bad we reſcmbled 
each other as little in fauonr , as ws did in fancy, 02 diſagreed ag 
much in ſhape, as we did in ſencs, J know not what Dedalus wonld

J learned all 
kindes of poyſaus, pea, e ſuch as were foz the Popes holineſſe. Jn 
Egypt A wozſhipped their ſpotted God at Memphis: in Turky, the 
Pahomet : in Rome, theit aſſe: which gaue not onely a remiſſion 
fo2 my ſinnes paſt without penance, but alſo a commillion ta ſinus 
euer after without pzeiudice. There was no faſhion but fitted my 
backe, ne fancy but ſerued my turne. But now mp barrell of gold 
which pzids ſet abzoach, Loue began to ſet a tilt, which in bort 
time ranne ſo on the les that the diuell daunced in the bottome, 
where he found neuer a croſſe, Jt were to tedjons to btter my 
whale life in this my pilgrimage , the remembzance whereof doth 
nothing but dondle my repentance.

Jf their Pꝛinte die, they know not how 
ts liue, they lauguiſh, weepe, ſigh, neither intending their wozke, 
no2 kerping their old ſociety. And that which is moſt marnellous, 
and almoſt incredible: if their be any that hath diſobeyed his conv 
mandements, either of purpoſe 02 bnwittinglp, hee killeth/ him⸗ 
ſelfe with his owne fling , as exetutiunex of his owne ftubbozn 
neſſe. The Bing himſelfe hath his ſting which he vſeth rather fo; 
honour then puniſhment. And pet Euphues, albeit they line vnder 
a P2ince, they haue their pꝛiui ledge, and as great liberties as 
ſtrait lawes. They call a Parliament, wherein chey conſult fo 
lawes, ſfatutes, penalties, choſing Officers , and creating their 
King, not by affection, but reaſon: not by the greater part, but the 
better. And if ſuch a one by chance bee choſen (foz amang men 
' ſometimes the wo: ll ſpeed beſt) as is bad, then is there ſuch cinill 


war and difſenſion; that vntill he be pluckt down, there can de no 


friendſhip: and ouerthꝛowne, there is no enmity, no fighting foz 
qnarels, but quietneſſe. 5 

Euery one hath his office. ſome trimming the hony, ſome wozk- 
ing the Ware, one framing hiues, another the combes and that ia 
artificially, that Dedalus could not with greater Art o2 excellency 
better diſpoſe the 02ders,meaſnces,pzopoztions,diffinitions toints 
and circles. Diuers heaw, others poliſh and are carefull to do their 
wozke lo ffrongly , as they may refilt the craft of ſuch Dꝛones as 
\xke to liue by their labours', which maketh them to keepe watch 
and ward, as liuing in a camp to others and as in a court tothem- 
ſelues. Such a care sf chaſtity that they neuer ingender, ſuch a de⸗ 
ſire of cleaunefſe, that there is not-ſo much as meate in all their 
hines. When they goe foꝛth to wozke they marke the winde, the 
clouds and whatſoencr doth thꝛeaten either their ruine oz rage:and 
hauing gathered out of every flower honey, they returns loaden

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much admirable, pet this is molk, that they are ſap; 

fitable,b2inging vnto man both honey and wax, each ſo , 

that we all deſiceit, both ſo neceſſary,that we cannot miſſe them. 

Pere Euphues is a common wealth, which oftentimes calling tg 
my mind, I cannot choſe but commend aboue any that J haue ey» 
ther read oz heard of. Mhere the Bing is not fc2enery one to talky 
of. where there is ſuch homage ſuch lone, ſuch labour. that J han 
wiſhed oftentimes rather to be a Bee, then not to be as I hound 
be. Jn this little garden with theſe hiues, in this houſe haue I ſpent 
the better part of my like, yea, and the beſt: J was neuer buſtein 
matters of ſtate, but referring all my cares vnto the wiſdom: of

friendes, who in mall — oe en hm e 

with certaine Englith Gentlemen — 
pany of Euphues, whom they found both ſober and . 
times merry and pieaſant. They were bought into all places of 
the Citty. and lodged at the lat in a Parchantshoule, where ther 
continued till a certaine beach. 
They vled continually the Court, in the which Euphues fooke 
ſuch delight, that hee accounted all the p2aiſes he heard of befoze, 
rather to be enuious then other wiſe, and to bee partiall , not gi⸗ 
uing ſo much as it deſerued, and yet to bee pardoned betauſe they 
could not. It happened that theſe Engliſh Gentlemen conducted 
theſe two ſtrangers to a place where diuers Gentle women were: 
——— of the country, where being welcome 
requented almoſt enery day fo? the ſpace of one month, ente 
—— ol time in tour tly paſtimes though not in the tourt: inſomuch 
that if they cams not, they wereſent fa2, e ſo vſed as they had been 
country men, not ſtrangers. Philautus with his continuall acceſſe, 
and often tonferrence with gentlewomen, began to wean himſelfe 
fromthe counſel of Euphues, & to wedhis eyes to the comlines of 
ladies, yet ſo — neither his friend could by narrow watch- 
ing diſcouer it, neither did he by any wanton countenance bewꝛay 
it:butcarying the image of lone ingrauen in the bottom of his hart, 
t the picture of courteſie impꝛinted in his face; he was thought to 
Euphues courtly, t known to himſelfecomfoztleſſe. Among a num⸗ 
ber of Ladies, he fixed his eyes vpon one, whoſe countenice ſeemed 
to pzomiſe mercy, ⁊ thzeated miſchiefe, intermedling a dellre of li- 
king with all, with a certaine comely pꝛide to accept none: whoſe

If ou thinks 
well of your wit, be alwapes plearant:if ill, bee often ſilent: in the 
one, thy talke ſhall p2ocure thee ſharp, in the other, thy modeſtie 
wiſe.Allfiſh are not caught with flies, all women are not allured 
with perſonage, Frame Letters, Ditties,Puſick, and all meanes 
that honeſtie may allow: foz bee worth well that meancth no ill, 
and he ſpekdet i ſoner that ſpeaketh what he ſhould, then hee that 
bttereth what he will. Bel>#ne me. Philautus, Jamnowold, pot 
haue Jin my head glone-foth,e in my minde there is nothing that 
mozs pearteth the hart of a beautifall Kady, then w2iting,where 
thou maiſt᷑ fo ſet downe thy paſſions ,e her perfection, as the ſhail 
haue cauſe to thinke well of the, and better st herſelfe: but pet ſo 
warilp.as neither thou ſtkme to pꝛaiſe her tw much, oz debaſs thy 
ſelfe to lowly? foz if thou ſlatter them without meane, they loath, 
and if thou make of thy ſelfe abouereaſon,theplangh at ic: temper 
thy words ſo well, and placeeuery ſentence ſo wiſely,as it may 
be hard foz her to iudge, whether thy loue bee moze faithfull,o2 her 
beautie amiable.

One curled his haire, 
thinking loue to bemoned with faire lokes; another laieth all his 
lining vpon his back, iudging that women are wedded in bꝛauerp: 
ſome vle Uiſcourſes of lone to kindle affection : ſome ditt ies ta 
allure the mind: ſome Letters to ſtirre the appetite , divers fighe-' 
ting to pzone their manhode: ſundzy ſigbing to ſhew their ma⸗ 
ladies: many attempt with ewes to pleaſe their Ladies eyes 2 
not few with muſcke to entiſe tbe eare : inſomuch that there is 
2 ſtrife now, who ſhal be the fineſt louer, then who is the faith- 

leſt. 

This caufeth yon Gentlwoman.,ts pick ont thofe that can court 
you, not thoſe that loue pou, and he is accounted the beſt in your 
conceits that vſeth moſt colours,not that ſheweth greateſt tourte⸗ 
fie. A plaine tale of faith you laugh at, a picked dicourſe of fancy 
you maruell at,condenming the ſimplicity of truth, and pzeferring 
ſingularity of deceit : wherein yan reſemble thoſe Fiſhes that ra-

It map be, ſafd Phi- 
lautus, hut J were then very vnũt fo2 ſuch paſtimes; for what ſpozt 
ſoener J hane all the dap, Jlove to haue the game in my diſh at 


And truslo anſwered Euphues. you are Wonle made fo) a Pound 
then a Hunter, foz you marre pour ſent with carren, befoze pou 
fart pour game, which maketh yon huat offentimes counter, 
if vou had kept it pure, vou might ere this time haue tur⸗ 
nod the Hare pon winded, and caught the game you courſed. Why 
then J perceine, quoth Philaucus, that to talke with Gentlwomen 
— 2 the — lone : toeat with them, to conferre with 
them, to laugh with them, is as great pleaſure as to enioy them: 
to the which thou maif by ſome fallacy dꝛine me, but neuer per- 
ſwade me: Fez then were it as pleaſant to behold truit as to care 
them: oz to ſi faire bzeav}, as to tac it. Thon erreſt, Philautus, 
faidEuphues,tff thou be not of that minde: foz be that commeth in⸗ 
tome Gardens, is as much recreated to ſmellthe flowers, as to 
gather them. And manp weſe moꝛe delighte? with pictures, then 
delleaus to be Paintersttheeffect of loue is faith, not luſt: delight» 
fallconference,not deteſtable contupiſente, which beginneth with 
tem endeth with repentance. Fo) mine owne part 1 _ 
w: 


wich nothing, if againe J ſhouldfallintothat vaine, then ta haue 
the company of her in common conference that I beſt loned , to 
heare her ſober talke, her wiſe anſweres, behold her ſharpe capa 
city , and to beperſwaded or her tonſtantie: and in theſe things do 
we onely differ from bꝛuit beaſts, who haue no pleaſure but in ſen⸗ 
ſuall appetite.

To lone 
women and neuer iniop them, is as much as tolone Mine, any 
neuer taſt it: 02 to be delighted with faire apparrell e neuer weare 
it. And idle lone is that, and fit foz him that hath nothing but eares, 
that is ſatiſtied to heare her ſpeake : not deſirous to haue himſelfe 
ſpeede. Why then, Euphues, to haue the picture of his Lady, is as 
much as to inioy her pꝛeſence, and to read her Letters, of as great 
fozce, as to heare her anſweres: which if it bee, my ſuite in loue 
ſhould bee as much to the Painter. to dꝛaw her with an amiable

No, no, Euphucs, thou makeſt loue nothing but a continnall wa- 
ing if thon barre it of the effect, and then it is inſinite: ir thou al⸗ 
low it, and pet fozbid it a perpetuall warfare, and then is it infol- 
lerable.

| ry where a god turne hath beene receined; yet is it wiſedome 

to be carefull what anſwer be made, where the queſtion is difficult 
I haue heard that the Toꝛtoiſe in India, when the Dunne fhineth, 
ſwimmethabone the water with her backe, and beeing delighted 
with the faire weather, foꝛgetteth her ſelfe , vntill the heats of the 
Sunne ſo harden her ſhell that ſhe cannot ſinke when ſhee would, 
whereby ſheis caught. And ſo may it fare with me, that in this god 
compeay diſplaping my minde, hauing moꝛe regard to my delight 
in talking, then fo the eares of the hearers, J foꝛget what J ſpeake, 
and ſo be taken inſome thing the which J would not vtter, which 
happily the itching eares of young Gentlemen would ſo canuas, 
that when J would call it in J cannot: e ſo be caught with the To2- 
toiſe, when J would not. Therefozeif any thing be ſpoken either 
vnawares oz bniuſtly, J am to crane pardon foz both: hauing but a 
wo ake memozy, and a wozſe wit, which you cannot denye me: fo;

Mherein 
to ſome we ſhould be thought very courteous, but to the maſt᷑ ſcarce 
honeſt. oꝛ mine ewne part, if their be any thing in me to be likey 
of any, think it reaſon to beſfow on ſuch a one, as hath alſo ſom- 
what to content me:ſo that where J know mp ſelfe loued, and dog 
lous againe,J would vpon iuſt triall ot᷑ his conſfancy, take him. 


Sarius without any ſtope o; long pauſe, replied pꝛeſentlp. 


Ady, if the Toztoiſe, you ſpeake ol in India, were as cunning 
inſwimming as pou are in ſpeaking: he would neither feare 
the heat ofthe ſun, no2 the gin of the Fiſher. But that excuſe was 
bꝛought in, rather to ſhew what pou could ſap then to craue pardon 
foz that you haue ſaid. But to our anſwer, 
What your beauty is, J will not heere diſpute;lef either pour mo 
deft cares ſhould glow to heare pour owne praiſes,or my ſmouth 
tong trip in being curious to pour perfection:ſo that what J canot 
commend ſufficiently, J will not ceaſe continually to maruell at. 
Pon wander in one thing out of the way, where pou ſay that many 
are inflamed with the countenance,not enquiring of the conditions 
when this poſition was befo28 grounded, that there was none 
beantifull,but ſhe was alſo mercifull,and ſo dzawing by the face of 
her beauty allother Porall vertues:fo2 as one thing being touch⸗ 
ed with the Load ffone, dꝛaweth another and that his fellow, till 
it come to a chaine: ſo a Lady indued with beauty, pulleth on cours 
teſie:courtefie,mercy:and one vertue links it ſelfe to an other, by- 
till there be rare perfection. | 
- Weſides,tonching pour owne lightnefle, you muff not imagine 
that loue bzeedeth in the hart of man by pour lokes but by his own 
eies, neither by pour words when you wittily, but by his 
owne eares conceiue aptip. o that were you dum and 
could not ſpeake,oz blind and could not ler, yet ſhould pou be bels ⸗ 
ued: which argueth plainely, that the eie of the man is the arrow: | 
the beauty of the woman;the white, which tatethnat, but tut 
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neth, being the patient not the agent? vpon triall you confeſfe yon 
would truſt, but what tryall pou require, pou conceate, which ura- 
keth me fo ſuſpect , that either yon would hanea trysll without 
meane, 02 without end either not to bee ſuſtained being impoſſible, 
oꝛ not to be finiched, being infinite. Wherein you would haue one 
runne in a Circle, where there is no way out, oz build in the ayꝛe 
where there is no meanes how. 

This trpall, Camilla, muſt be ſifted to narrow points leſt in ſ&- 
king to try your louer like a Jennet, pon try him like a Jade. Then 
you require this liberty (which truely J cannot deny you) that you 
map haue the choice as well to refuſe, as the man hath to offer, re- 
quiring by that reaſon ſome qualities in the perſon you would be⸗ 
ſtow pour loue on: yet craftily hiding what pꝛoperties either pleaſe 
pou befk, oꝛ like Women well: whereinagaine you mouea doubt, 
whether perfonage, oz wealth 82 wit, oz all are to be required: ſo 
that what with the cloſe trpall of his faith, and the ſubtile wiſhing 
of his qualities, you makeeither your loner fo holy,that foz faith he 
muſt be made all of truth, oꝛ fo exquiſite, that foz ſhape he muſt ber 
framed in Waxe: which if it be your opinion, the beauty pon haue 
will be withered befoze you be wedded, and pour wooers god old 
Gentlemen befoze they be ſperders. 

Camilla, not permitting Surius to leape ouer the hedge, which ſhe 
ſet fo2 to keepehunin, with a ſmiling conntenance ſhaped him this

Nuoow Whereas pon ſet downe that lone commeth not from the 

eyes of the woman, but from the glances of the man (vnder co2- 
redion be it ſpoken) it is as far from the truth as the head from the 
toe. Fo2, were a Lady blind, in what can ſhe bee beautifull 2 If 
dumbe, in what manifeft her wit? when as the eye hath euer been 
thought the pearle of the face, and the tongue the Ambaſſadoz of the 
heart: it there were ſuch a Lady in this company, Surius thatſhould 
wink with both her eyes, when you ſhonld haue her ſee your amo- 
rous lokes, oʒ be no blab of her tongue, when pon would haue her 
anſwer to pour queſfions,J cannot think, that either her vertuous 
conditions,02 her white t red complexion, could moue pou to loue. 

Although this might ſomewhat pꝛoture your liking, that doing 

what vou lift, ſhee will not ſc it, and ſpeaking what you would, ſhe 
will not vtterit: two notable vertues, and rare in our ſexe, pati- 
ence, and filence. px. 
But why talke A about Ladies that haue eyes, when there is 
no man that will loue them, if he himſelfe haue eyes? Moe reaſon 
there is to wo oue that is dumbe, fo2 that ſhe cannot denye pour 
ſute: and pet hauing eares to heare, ſhe may as well giue anſwer 
with a ſigne, as a ſentence: but to the purpoſe. 

Lone commeth not from him that loueth, but from the party lo⸗ 
ued, elſe muſt he take his lone vpon no cauſe;and then it is luſt, oz 
thinke hunſclfe the cauſe , and then it is no loue. Then muſt you 
conclude thus. it there be not in women the occaſion, they are fools 
to truſt men that p2aiſe them: if the cauſe be in them, then are not

It is the eye of the woman that is made of Adamant,the heart of 
tde man that is framed of Iron, and J cannot thinke you will ſay, 
that the verſue attractiue is in the Aron which is dzawne by fozce, 
but in the Adamant that ſearcheth it perfozte.

The ſimilitude pou bzonght in of the arrow, flew nothing right 
to beauty, wherefoze J muſt ſhote that ſhaft at your owne bzeaſt. 
Foz if the eie ot᷑ man be the arrow, and beeuty the white ( a faire 
marke foz him that dꝛaweth in Cupids bow) then muſt it neceila- 
rily inſue, that the Archer deſtreth with an ayme to hit the white 
not the white the arrow, that the marke allureth the Archer, not 
the ſhoter the marke, and thercfoze is Venus ſaid in one eie to haue 
two apples, which is commonly applied to thoſe that witch with 
the eies, not thoſe that woe with the etes. 

Tonching triall, I am neither ſo fwlifh to deſir things impoſſ{ 
ble, noz ſo fozward to requeſt that which hath no end. But wozds 
hail neuer make me bel@ne: without wozkes , leſt in following a 
faire ſhadow, J looſe the firme ſubſtance, and in one wozd to let 
downe the only friall that a Lady requireth ot her Loner, it is this:

pot of Cathnefle Nozthward, where it is narroweſt, and there 
endeth in the manner of a Pꝛomontory. To repeat the ancient 
manner of this Jland , oz what ſund2y Nations haue inhabited 


there, tofet downe the Giants, which in bignes of bone, haue paſ- 


ſed the common fize, and almoſt common credit, ta rehearſe what 
dtuerſities of Languages haue biene vſed, into how many Kings 
domes it hath beene diuided, what Religions haue beene followed 
befo2e the comming of Chꝛiſt, although it would bzeede great de- 
light to your eyes, pet might it happily ſeme tedious: foz that 
Poney taken exte ſſiuelp, cloyeth the ſtomacke, though it bee ho⸗ 
ny. But my minde is biefly ts touch ſuch thinges as at my being 
there, J gathered by mine owne ſtudy and inquiry, not meaning 
to waite a Chzonicle, but to ſet downe in a woꝛd what J heard by.

It hath in it twenty and ſire Citties , of the which the chlefeſt 
is named London, a plate both foz beauty of building, tfinite 
riches, variety of allthings, that excelleth all the Citties in the 
wozld: inſomuch that it may bee called the fto2e-houſe and Part 
of all Europe, Cloſe by this Citty runneth the famous River, 
called the Thames, which from the head where it riſeth named Iſis, 
vnto the full midway , it is thought to bee one — — 
ſcoꝛe miles. What can there bee in any place vnder the 

that is nat in this noble Citty, either to bee bought oz bozrowed? 
It hath diuers Poſpitalsfo2 the relieuing of the poozs, fixe-lcoze 
faire Churches foz divine ſeruite, a glozious Burſe, Which they 
tall The Royall Exchange, fo2 the me ting of Ba $ 


countries, where any traffique is tobe had, And. 
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ſtrange and beautifull ſhewes, me thinkes there is none ſo! nota⸗ 
ble as the Bzidge which crofſeth the Thames, which is in the ma; 
ner ol a continuall ffrete, well repleniſhed with large and ſtately 
eachone is made of ercellent free ſfones ſquared, enery one of them 
being thzeefcoze fote in height, and full twenty in diffance one 
from another. To this place the whole Kealme hath his recourſe 
whereby it ſeemeth ſo populous that one would ſcarce think ſo ma⸗ 
ny people to be in the whole Jland , as hee ſhall ſee ſometimes in 
London. - | | n 
This maketh Gentlemen bꝛaue and Parchants rich, Citti em 
to purthaſe, and ſoigurners to moꝛgage: ſo that it is to be 
that the greateſt wealth and ſubſtance of the whole Realme, is 
couched within the wals of London, where they that be rich, kepe 
it from them that be riotous, not detaining it from the luſty pouths 
of England byrigonr, but increaſing it vntill poung men Mall ſa⸗ 
uour of reaſon:wherin they ſhew themſelues treaſurers fo? others 
not hooꝛders fo2 themſelue s:pet although it be ſure enough, would 
they had it. in my opinion it were better to be in the Gentleman 
purſe, then in the Marchants hands. 5 ht 

Tyhere are in this Jland two and twenty Biſhops , which are 
as it were Superintendents ouer the Church, men of great zeale 
and diepe knowledge, diligent Pꝛeachers of the woꝛd, earneſt fol⸗ 
lowers of their doctrine, carefull Watchmen that the Wolfe ds- 
noure not the ſheep: in the ciuil gouernment pollitick, in ruling the 
ſpirituali ſwoꝛd (as far as in them vnder the Pzince appertaineth) 
inft, cutting off thoſemembers from the Church by rigour , that 
are obſtinate in their hereſies, and — — thoſe that are igno- 
rant, appoi:iting godly and learned Miniſters in enery of their 
Ds, that in their abſence map bee lights to ſuch as are in darke⸗ 
nes, lalt to thole that are vnſanozy, leaues to ſuch as are vnſeaſo- 
ned. Uiſitations are holden oftentimes: whereby abuſes and dil- 
o2ders, either in the Laity foꝛ negligence, o2 in the Glergie foz 
ſuperſtition, oz in all fo2 wicked lining there are punithments : by 
due wheresf the diuine ſeruice of God is honoured with

J was my ſelte in either of them, and like of them both ſo well, 
that A meane not in the wap of contronerſie to pzefer any foz the 
better in England, but both fo the beſt in the wozld : ſauing this, 
the Colledges in Oxford are much moe ſtatelp foz the building, 
and Cambridge much moze ſumptuous fo2 the houſes in the town; 
but the learning neither licth in the lr ſtones of the one, noz the 
fine ffretes of the other, foz out of them both doe daily pꝛocæd men 
of great wiſedome to rule the Common⸗ wealth, of learning, to ins 
ſtruct the common people, of all ſingular kinde pzofeſſions to doe 
god withall.. And let this ſuffice, not to enquire which ol them is 
tbe ſuperiour, but that neither of them to haue their equall: noʒ to 
aſke which ol them is the moſt auncient, but whether any other be 
fo famous... 7 8 8 
Wat to pꝛocied, in England their buildings are not very fa 
Iy, vnleſſe it be the houſes of Noblemen, and hears and there the 
place of a Gentleman, but much amended,as they repozt that haue 
told me. Foz their Munition, they haue not onely great ſtoze,but 
alſo great eunning to bie them, and courage to pzactiſe them: their 
armour is not vnlike vnto that which in other Countries they bie: 
as Cozflets, Almaine Rinots, tHirts of male, Jacks quilted, and 
conered ouer with Leather, Fuſtian, oꝛ Canuas ouer thicke plates 
ofy;on that are ſowed to the ſame. The ©ozdiuance they haue is 
great, and therefoze great ſtoze.

Concerning their diet in number ofdiſhes,and change df meats, 
the Nobility of England doe excede moſt, hauing of ali things that 
either map be bought fo2 monep,oz gotten fo2 the ſeaſon. Gentle. 
men and Perchants f&vde very finely , and a poze man it is that 
dineth with one diſh, and pet ſo content with a little, thathaning 
halte dined, they lay, as it were in a Pꝛouerb, that they are as well 
ſatiſfied as the Lozd Payoz of London, whom they thinke to fare 


beſt, though he eate not moſt. 

In their meales there is great lence and grauity, bſing wine 
rather to eaſe the ſtamacke then to loade it, not like vnto other 
Nations, who neuer thinke that they haue dined vntill they bee 
dzunken. 1 0 

The attire they ble, is rather ledde by the imitation of others, 
then their own inuention, fo that there is nothing in England moze 
conſtant then the inconſtanty of attire: now bling the French fa⸗ 
chion, now the @paniſh,then the Pozilco gownes, then one thing, 
then another : inſomuch', that in rzawingof an Engliſhman, the 
ainter ſettethhim downe naked, hauing in one hand apaire of 
es, in the other. a pete of cloth, whohaning cut his collar after 
the French guiſe, is ready to make his fleene after the Barbartan 
maner. And althought this were the greateſt enoꝛmity that J could 
li in England, pet is it to be excuſed fo2 they that canot maintaine 
this pꝛide, muſt leaue of netellitp, and they that be able, will teaue 
when they le the vanitp. 

The Lawes they ble are different from ours: foz although the 
common and cinil! Law be not aboliſhed , pet are they not had in 
ſogreat reputation as their owne common Lawes, which they 
tearmes the Lawes of the Crowne. 
The regiment, that they haue, dependeth vpon ſtatute Lawe, 
and that is by Parliament, which is the higheſt Court, conſiſting 
of thze& ſeuerall ſozts of people, the Nobilty , Clergy , and com- 
mons of the Realme: ſo as whatſoeucr be among them enacted, 
the King firiketh the ſtroke, allowing ſach things as to his 
Maieſty ſemeth beſt. Then vpon Common Lawe, whichfan- 
deth vpon Paximes and Pzinciples , peares and tearmes. Tho 
tales in this Law are called Pleas 02 Actions, ond they areei- 
ther criminall oz cinill: the meant to determine, are * ou

Laſt of all pꝛeſcription, which is a certaine cuſtoms continued 
— ont of minds, but it is moꝛe particular then their cuſtomable 
Law. 

Purtherers and theues are hanged, Witches burnt, all other 
villames that deſerne death, puniſhed with death, inſomuch that 
there are very few hamous offences pꝛactiſed, in reſpect of thoſe 
that in other Countries are commonly vfed. 

Ok ſanage beaſts and vermine they haue no great ſtoze,no2 any 
that are noyſame. The cattle they kepe foꝛ pzofit, are Dren, Yoz- 
ſes, Shiepe, Goates, wine, and ſuchlike, whereof they haue a- 
bundance.-Wilde fowle and Fiſh they want none, noꝛ any thing 

that either may ſerue fo2 pleaſure o2 pꝛoſit. 
Thep haue moꝛe ſtoꝛe of paſfure then tillage : their meddowes 
better then their Coꝛne ſielos which maketh moze Grafters then 
Copne-mongers, yet ſulſicient ſfoz? of both. 
They excellfoz one thing, their Dogges of all ſo2ts, Spaniells 
Mounds, Paſtiffes,and diuers ſuch: the one they kepe foz hun⸗ 


ting and hawking, the other foz neceſſary vſes about their houſes, 


as to dꝛaw water, to watch theeues c. And thereof they deriue 
the woꝛd Palliffe of maſe and theefe. 


There is in that Ale, Salt made, and Saffron , there are great 


Nuaries of ſtone foz buildings, ſundzyPineralls of Nuickſiluer, 


Alſo, there groweth the fineſt Allom that is, Uermillion, Bitta- 


men, Chꝛiſocolla, Copozas; the Pinerall fone, whereof Percplium 


is made, and that which is moſt ſtrange the Pineral pearle, which 
as they are fo2 greatnes and coulour moſt excellent, ſo are they dig- 
ged out of the maine land, in places far diffant from the ſhoꝛe. Be- 
fides theſe, though not ſtrange; yet neceſſary , they haue Cols 
mines, Salt-peeter foz D2dinance, ſalt ſode foꝛ glaſſs. 


Antimony, Sulphur, black Lead, and Ozpiment red and yeltow. - 


They want neither Time noz Lead, there growety — 
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Stele, and Capper, and what not: Ss hath Sed bleſſed the 


beffGew andpzoue. Foz what ſabtilty hath there bene wrought 
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comtrp, as it ſhonid ſ@me, not onely ts haue ſufficient to ſerne 
their owne tutnes, but allo others neceſſities, whereofthere way 
* countries and in ne&d of Brittaine, and Brittaine, 

none. 
Their airs is bery wholſome and pleaſant, their cinility not in; 
fetionr vnto thoſe that deſetus beit, their wits very ſharpe and 
quicke, although I haue heard that the Italtan and the French- 
man haue acconnted them but groſe and dul pated: which J thinke 
tame nat to pale by the pꝛooſe they made of their wits, but by the 
Engliſh mans repoꝛt. Foz this is ſtrange, and pet how true it is 
there is none that euer trauelled thither but can repozt , that it is 
al wales incident to an Engliſhman, to thinke wozſe of his owne 
Nation either in learning, experience, common reaſon,oz wit, pꝛe⸗ 
ferring alwaies a franger,rather fo2 the name then the wiſdomey, 
I fo2 mine owne part,thinke that in all Europe, there are not Laws 
iers moze learned, Dinines moze pzofound , Phiſitians moze ex- 
perf,then are in England 

But that which moſt allureth a ſtranger, is their courteſte, their 
cinility,and god entertainment: I ſpeake this by experience, that 
I found moze courteſie in England among thoſe Jnener knew, in 
one yere, then J haue done in Athens oz Italy among thoſe J euer 
loner in twenty yeares. | 
But hauing intreated ſufficiently of the Countrey and their 
conditions let me come to the glaſſe I pꝛomiſed, being in the court: 
where although N ſhould, as oꝛder requireth, begin with the chie- 
felt, yet J am fo:eed with the Painter, to reſerue my beſt colours 
to end Venus, and to lap the ground with the bale ſt.

O thriſe happy England, 
where ſuch Counſellors are, where ſuch. people line, where ſnch 
vertue ſpzingety?

This Autene being teſeaſed,Elizaberh being ot the age of twen 
tie two peeres, of moze beauty then Honour, and vet of moze hono; 
then any earthiy creaturs,was called from a pꝛiſoner to a Prince: 
from the Caffle, to the Czowne; ſrom the feare at lang her head, 
to be ſapzeme head. And here, Ladies, it may be pon will meone 
a queſtion, why this noble Ladie was either in danger of death oz 
cauſe of diſtreſſe, which had pou thought to haue paſed with ſilence 
A wouldnotwithFanting haue reueled. This Larp, all the time 
of her fiffers raigne, was kept cloſe, as one that tindred not thoſe 
p;oc>@dings which were eontrarie to her conſciencs: who haning 
diuerrs enemies, endured manp crofſes,bat ſo patientlp, as in her 
deepeſt ſo:row,the wouls rather ſight fo; the liberty ot the Goſpel, 
then her owne frevome.@uffezing her inkertours to triumph over 
her; her foes to thꝛeaten her: her diſenibling friends to vndermine 
her; learning in this miſecie only the patiente that Zeno laught 
Ereticus, to heare and fbeare, neuer ſeeking reoenge, but with 
good Licurgus to loſe her owne eie, rather then to hurt an others 
eis. But being now placed in the ſeate Royall, thee firft of all ſta- 
blihes Religion, baniſhed Popery, aduanced the Wozd that be» 
foze was ſo much defaced, whs hauing in her hand the word fo 
revenge, vſed rather bountifully to rewarde: being as karre from 
rigour when ſhee might haue killed, as her enemies were from ho- 
nefie when they conld not, giuing a generall pardon, when thee 
bas tante ta uſe particular puniſhments, pꝛeſering thenameof pit- 
tie befoze the remembꝛante of perils, thinking no reueng moe 

en to ſpare when the might ſpill;to tay when wean 
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terne to pꝛoſt er to ſaue with mercy, when ſhe might haue defrdi- 
ed with iuſtice. Pere is the elem:ncp woꝛthy tommende tion and 
admiration, nothinginferion to the gentle dipofition of Aricides, 
whot after his exile, d:d not lo much as nate them that baniſhed 
him, ſaying with Alexander, that there can be nothing mo:e noble, 
then to doe well fo thoſe that deſerne ill. 

Chis mighty and mercifall Nucne,haning many bils of pꝛiuate 
perſons that ſonght befoze time to betray her, burnt them all, re⸗ 
ſembling Iulius Cæſar, who being pꝛeſented with the like con- 
plaintes of the Commons, thzew them in the fire, ſaying, that he 
had rather not know the names of Rebels, then haue occaſion ts 
revenge, thinking it better to be ignozant of thoſe that hated him, 
then to be angry with them. 

This clemencydidher Maſeſty not onely ſhew at her comming 
tothe Crowne, but alſo thʒoughout her whole gouernment, when 
He had ſpared to Wed their blods that ſought to ſpill hers, not rag 
king the Lawes to cxtreamity , but mittigating the rigour with 
mercy : inſomuch as it may be ſaid of that royali Ponarch , as it 
was of Antonius, ſurnamed the godly Emperoz, wſo raigued ma⸗ 
ny peares without the effaſion of bloy. Wat greater bertne can 
there be in aPzincs thenmercy ! What greater pꝛaiſe then fo a⸗ 
bats ths edge which ſhe ſhould wet, to pardon where (he ſhouldpa⸗ 
nich, and ts reward where ſhe ould reuenges 
I my ſelfe being in England, when her Pateffy was foz her re» - 
creation in her Barge vpon the Thames, deard of a Gunnetdaf 
was ſhot off. though of the party vnwittingly pet to her noble per⸗
